The  President  of  the  United  States  has  highly  honored  us  by  promising  to  re¬ 
ceive  all  our  members  at  the  White  House,  unless  pub'lic  business  should  call  him 
away  from  Washington. 

By  vote  of  the  National  Executive  Board,  its  next  meeting  will  be  held  Mon¬ 
day,  January  10,  1916,  in  New  Orleans.  The  Grunewald  Hotel  will  be  headquarters. 

On  January  8,  1916,  the  one  hundred  and  first  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  New 
Orleans,  Mrs.  Wiles,  acting  for  the  State  of  Illinois,  will  return  to  the  mayor  of  New 
Orleans,  representing  the  city,  an  elaborately  embroidered  silk  banner,  made  by  the 
ladies  of  New  Orleans  and  presented  by  them  to  General  Andrew.  Jackson,  December 
30,  1814,  and  carried  victoriously  through  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans  and  later  cap¬ 
tured  by  Illinois  Cavalry  in  1863.  The  legislature  of  Illinois  as  requested  by  the  Illi¬ 
nois  U.  S.  D.  1812  voted  to  return  this  banner  in  commemoration  of  this  fiftieth  year 
of  peace  between  the  states.  The  ceremonies  of  the  return  will  befit  the  occasion, 
and  many  members  of  the  National  Board  will  be  present,  and  we  hope  also  many 
members  of  the  Society.

The  National  Board  has  decided  that  the  state  officers  in  office  on  March  31 
RTall  be  recognized  as  ex-officio  delegates  to  the  Associate  Council;  that  is,  changes 
in  officers  after  that  date  are  made  too  late  to  affect  the  credential  list. 

The  National  Board  has  voted  unanimously  to  change  the  name  of  the  “Bulle¬ 
tin”  to  “News-Letter,”  and  to  publish  it  in  June,  November,  and  March,  distributing  it 
to  the  members  through  the  state  presidents  as  for  many  years  past.  The  Bulletin 
has  always  been  printed  entirely  at  the  expense  of  the  National  Society,  and  for 
many  years  this  expense  has  been  a  debatable  question  in  the  National  Board.  It  is 
now  decided  to  try  publishing  it  three  times  a  year  in  order,^  decrease  this  ex¬ 
pense  (it  was  published  six  times  only  in  1914-15)  and  to  put  in  the  national  and 
state  news  tersely,  giving  the  facts  'helpful  to  the  work,  but  omitting  the-“trimmingsj’^ 
so  to  speak. 

It  will  save  delay  in  the  acceptance  of  membership  application  blanks,  if  the 
state  societies  are  willing  to  have  the  Registrar  National  give  the  state  as  well  as  the 
national  numbers.  To  explain:  Suppose  three  papers  are  sent  in,  given  state  num¬ 
bers  30,  31,  and  32;  30  is  found  incomplete  while  31  and  32  are  all  right.  The  twp 
latter  correct  papers  then  have  to  wait  for  30,  because  a  state  number  cannot  be  left 
blank.  It  would  be  much  simpler  and  more  expeditious  for  the  Registrar  National 
to  pass  the  correct  papers  at  once,  numbering  them  30  and  31,  thus  not  allowing  an 
incomplete  paper  to  delay  others.  The  state  societies  who  wish  to  save  their  appli¬ 
cants  this  unnecessary  delay  will  please  notify  the  Registrar  National  that  she  may 
give  state  as  well  as  national  numbers. 

The^  state  presidents  are  requested  to  send  letters  of  welcome  and  permits  for 
the  insignia  to  all  new  members  in  their  states. 

In  giving  the  following  state  reports  the  President  National  regrets  that  it  is 
necessary,  in  order  to  print  all  received,  to  give  the  facts  of  work  accomplished  as 
briefly  as  possible. 

Alabama. — The  “Alabama  Charter  Chapter”  of  Birmingham,  has  established  a 
cot  in  the  “Children’s  Hospital”  which  bears  the  name  of  the  chapter.  .

Illinois. — On  May  19  the  Illinois  Society  presented  to  the  Grand  Army  H^jfl 
^d^  Memorial  Association  the  original  model  of  the  bronze  bas-relief  to 

^llinois  soldiers  of  the  War  of  1812,  the  bronze  having  been  placed  the^^^^^^H 
“  the  €tate  House  at  Springfield.  This  model,  six  by  four  feet 


association  has  had  very  handsomely  framed  in  oak,  and  it  now  stands  in  the  marble 
Memorial  Hall  in  the  fine  building  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library. 

Indiana  held  interesting  commemorative  services  at  Greenbush  Cemetery,  La¬ 
fayette,  upon  the  placing  of  a  bronze  marker  upon  the  grave  of  Rev.  John  Longley  a 
chaplain  in  the  War  of  1812. 

Maine. — A  sale  of  “useful  and  fancy  articles,  cooked  food,  candies,  and  ice 
cream”  was  held  to  raise  money  for  “grave  markers”  and  “benevolent  purposes.”  On 
June  14,  the  Sgciety  arranged  the  “Flag  Day  Exercises”  at  the  “Maine  State  Expo¬ 
sition,  held  in  a  large,  new  building.”  Meetings  have  been  held  in  “old  historic 
houses,”  “full  of  fine  old  furniture,  dishes,  pictures,  etc.” 

Maryland,  “on  July  6,  took  a  very  prominent  part  in  the  centenary  of  the  lay¬ 
ing  of  the  cornerstone  of  the  Washington  Monument,  Baltimore,  which  was  the  first 
ever  erected  to  George  Washington.”  The  Daughters  of  1812  represented  that  period 
in  our  history  when  the  states  entered  the  Union.  Thirteen  of  the  young  girls 
artistically  costumed  carried  each  a  large  shield  in  blue  and  gray.  On  each  shield 
was  the  name  of  the  state  represented  and  a  quotaton  from  the  Farewell  Address  of 
President  Washington.  The  girls  marched  in  the  order  that  the  states  entered 
the  Union,  and  were  preceded  by  four  other  girls  bearing  flags.  The  Boy  Scouts 
acted  as  guards.  After  a  short  parade  the  shields  were  placed  on  the  railing  of  the 
monument,  which  was  elaborately  decorated  with  wreaths  and  ropes  of  evergreen. 
There  they  hung  for  several  weeks,  attracting  much  attention.  The  idea  of  the 
city  officials  was  to  have  represented  all  those  patriotic  organizations  whose  ances¬ 
tors  aided  in  the  founding  of  this  nation,  as  well  as  representatives  of  all  the  men 
who  in  any  way  were  connected  with  the  erecting  of  the  monument.  In  this 
capacity  Mrs.  James  D.  Iglehart  was  .given  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  platfo' 
ancestor.  Lieutenant  Lemuel  Taylor,  having  been  one  of  the  donors.

Pennsylvania. — The  Dolly  Madison  Chapter  of  Pittsburgh,  Mrs? 
gent,  is  sending  novels  and  stories  of  adventure  and  travel  to  the  United 
diers  on  the  Mexican  frontier.

History  of  the  chapter,  which  is  not  only  of  fine  workmanship,  but  historically  val 
able  for  its  contents  and  especially  for  its  historical  pictures. 

Tennessee  placed  a  boulder  to  mark  the  site  of  General  Andrew  Jackson’s 
march  through  Franklin  to  New  Orleans  in  1814.  This  stone  was  the  gift  of  Mr. 
Newton  Cannon,  the  greatgrandson  and  namesake  of  Governor  Newton  Cannon, 
Governor  of  Tennessee  from  1835  to  1839,  and  the  latter  was  in  the  War  of  1812. 

Vermont. — Mrs.  J.  A.  Mead,  Honorary  Vice-President  National  U.  S.  D.  1812, 
has  been  elected  pr^eA»4cnt  of  the  National  Colonial  Dames  of  America  in  the  State  of 
Vermont. 

Virginia. — A  marble  tablet  given  by  the  city  of  Richmond  al  the  request  of  'liIF" 
Dorothea  Payne  Madison  Chapter  U.  S.  D.  1812  was  unveiled  at  Masons’  Hall,  Rich¬ 
mond.  This  tablet  marks  the  home  for  one  hundred  and  thirty  years  of  Richmond- 
Randolph  Lodge  No.  19,  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  during  the  War  of 
1812  it  was  used  as  a  military  hoispital.  The  exercises  were  under  the  auspices  of  the 
U.  S.  D.  1812.  The  state  president  requests  that  it  be  announced  that  the  Virginia 
State  Council  will  be  held  at  Richmond,  December  7  and  8 

Wisconsin. — A  United  States  flag  with  a  sixty-foot  galvanized  iron  flagpole  set 
in  a  concrete  base  was  presented  to  the  Forest  Avenue  Public  School,  Milwaukee, 
with  appropriate  ceremonies  in  which  the  children  of  the  school  had  a  part.  Seven 
of  the  graduating  class  gave  a  little  play.  The  First  Flag.  The  Wisconsin  National 
Guard  also  participated  in  the  exercises.  Mrs.  Vance,  state  president,  and  a  few  of 
her  members  raised  the  flag  to  the  top  of  the  pole.  Mrs.  Henry  L.  Cook  had  as  her 
guest  Mr.  Roger  Clark  Ballard  Thurston  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  president  general  of  the

To  the  National  and  State  Officers  and  Members  of  the  N.S.U.S.D,  1812: 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  will  be  held  in  Was'hington,  D.  C.,  on  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday,  April  25  and  26,  as  announced  in  the  June  News-Letter.  If  necessary, 
the  business  sessions  will  be  continued  on  Thursday.  A  board  meeting  will  be  held 
at  10:00  A.  M.  on  Monday,  April  24,  and  another  meeting  of  the  new  board,  after  ad¬ 
journment  of  the  Associate  Council.  The  Associate  Council  is  the  body  of  delegates 
from  all  the  states  which  is  authorized  by  the  National  Constitution  to  act  for  the 
Society.  All  members  of  the  Society  are  privileged  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciate  (Council,  but  only  delegates  can  take  part  in  the  business.  All  meetings  will  be  at 
the  New  Willard  Hotel,  opening  session  10  A.  M. 

Six  officers  are  to  be  elected  for  terms  of  two  years  each,  namely:  First  Vice- 
President,  Third  Vice-President,  Recording  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Historian,  and  Audi¬ 
tor.  The  election  will  be  on  Wednesday. 

Very  important  amendments  to  the  National  Constitution  were  submitted  to  the 
Associate  Council  for  reading  in  1915,  and  will  come  up  for  final  action  this  year.  These 
amendments  as  proposed  will  be  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Associate  Council  with  their 
credential  cards. 

All  officers  and  chairmen  of  committees  will  report  their  work  dully,  and  will  wel¬ 
come  questions,  for  it  is  believed  that  the  more  fully  the  work  is  known,  and  the  more 
thoroughly  it  is  understood,  the  greater  will  be  the-  interest  among  our  members,  and 
the  larger  the  consequent  growth  in  all  good  things. 

This  Society  is  in  your  keeping  to  mold  and  govern  as  you  will.  It  is  a  democracy. 
The  President  National  is  your  agent  to  carry  out  your  will,  as  far  as  she  knows  it. 
Come  to  the  annual  meeting  and  care  for  and  guard  your  own. 

The  Associate  Council  is  made  up  of  the  following  officers,  who  are  delegates  by 
virtue  of  their  offices  (that  is,  without  election):  National  Officers,  Charter  Trustees, 
State  Officers,  not  exceeding  twelve  in  number  (this  does  not  include  directors  nor 
managers).  Honorary  State  Presidents,  Organizing  State  Presidents,  'Chapter  Regents, 
and  the  Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees. 

If  any  one  of  these  ex-officio  delegates  cannot  go  to  the  annual  meeting,  she  has 
the  right  to  choose  any  member  of  ber  state  society  residing  in  the  state  as  her  own 
“appointee”  to  go  in  her  place.  She  is  entirely  free  in  making  this  appointment,  but 
she  must  send  notice  of  it  to  her  State  President  and  to  the  'Chairman  of  the  Credential 
Committee,  according  to  the  rules  as  printed  on  the  credential  cards. 

In  addition  every  state  society  may  elect  a  list  of  alternates  from  w'hich  the  state 
president  may  fill  any  possible  vacancies  in  her  state  delegation  up  to  the  close  of  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  state  president  must  send  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  appointees  and  alter¬ 
nates  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Credential  Committee  to  reach  her  at  least  four  days 
before  the  annual  meeting;  this  year  before  10:00  A.  M'.,  Friday,  April  21.  (See  Na¬ 
tional  Constitution,  Art.  IV,  sec.  2;  Art.  XII,  sec.  1,  and  Art.  XIV,  sec.  4.) 

Those  holding  office  on  tMarch  31  are  the  ex-officio  delegates  by  vote  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Board, 

The  Chairman  of  the  Credential  Committee  is  Mrs.  G.  M.  Brumbaugh,  905  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Avenue,  Washington,  D.  C.  Other  members  are  Mesdames  Shawhan,  Ala¬ 
bama;  Mack,  Ohio;  Ottofy,  Missouri;  and  Sherman,  Vermont.  The  committee  will 
be  in  session  Monday  afternoon  from  two  to  five,  and  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  morn¬ 
ings  from  nine  to  ten. 

The  'Chairman  of  Tellers  is  Mrs.  Levering  Moore,  421  Audubon  Street,  New  Or¬ 
leans.  Other  tellers  are  Mesdames  Retan,  Arkansas,  and  Towne,  Wisconsirn. 


The  Ohairman  of  the  Press  'Committee  is  Mrs.  Noble  Newport  Potts,  1002  22d 
Street,  N.  W.,  Washington,  D.  C.  Other  members  are  Mesdames  Earle,  Illinois,  and 
Dorris,  Tennessee. 

The  social  side  of  our  meeting  will  surely  be  a  brilliant  and  delightful  success  under 
the  leadership  of  our  able  committee;  'Mrs.  Kate  Kearney  Henry,  president  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  Society,  Honorary  Chairman;  our  Second  Vice-President  Nation¬ 
al,  Mrs.  James  D.  Iglehart,  211  West  Lanvale  Street,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  Active 
Chairman;  two  others  from  Maryland,  Mrs.  Mohler  and  Miss  Marine;  two  others  from 
the  District,  Mesdames  Quicksall  and  Vandergrift;  three  from  Virginia,  Mesdames  Gib¬ 
son,  Merchant,  and  Moore;  and  one  from  Illinois,  Mrs.  Ostrom. 

The  District  of  Columbia  Society  'has  most  courteously  and  generously  tendered 
the  National  Society  a  reception  at  eight  o’clock,  on  Monday  evening,  April  24,  in  the 
Red  Parlor  of  the  New  Willard  Hotel.

On  Tuesday  afternoon  at  two  o’clock  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  Mrs. 
Wilson  will  receive  the  members  of  our  Society  at  the  White  House.  It  is  hoped  that 
every  member  in  Washington  at  the  time  will  join  us  in  paying  our  respects  to  the  “first 
citizen’’  and  “first  lady’’  of  our  Republic. 

On  Tuesday  evening  at  seven  o’clock  in  the  New  Willard,  our  annual  banquet  will 
be  given.  Members  may  invite  guests  (men  and  women).  Greetings  will  be  given  by 
the  National  Presidents  of  patriotic-hereditary  societies,  and  addresses  by  speakers  of 
national  reputation.  If  any  one  of  our  members  misses  this  she  will  be  sure  to  regret  it. 

Plates  will  be  three  dollars  each,  and  places  will  be  assigned  in  the  order  in  which 
applications  are  received.  That  is,  those  who  first  send  their  money  for  tickets  will 
have  the  best  seats.  Send  checks  for  three  dollars  (plus  ten  cents  for  exchange,  or 
postal  money  order)  for  each  plate  to  Mrs.  I.  Wimbert  Mohler,  Homewood  Apart¬ 
ments,  Charles  and  31st  Streets,  Baltimore,  Md.,  until  April  22d;  after  that  date,  care 
of  Mrs.  A.  S.  Gardiner,  3719  Livingston  Street,  Chevy  Chase,  Washington,  D.  C.  Reser¬ 
vations  must  'be  made  before  April  24  in  order  to  inform  the  hotel  management  of  the 
number  of  banquet  guests. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon  at  4:30  a  sight-seeing  and  rest-giving  ride  about  the 
beautiful  city  of  Washington  will  be  given  us  in  private  automobiles,  through  the  court¬ 
esy  of  the  Washington  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

By  authority  of  our  Executive  Board,  no  social  function  has  been  arranged  for 
Thursday,  though  much  has  been  offered,  because  of  the  possibility  that  our  meeting 
may  adjourn  sine  die  on  Wednesday.  Every  member  of  the  Associate  Council,  how¬ 
ever,  should  keep  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  free  from  all  outside  engage¬ 
ments  because  her  duty  to  this  Society  may  require  her  presence.  No  one  can  foretell 
how  much  time  may  be  taken  in  debate.  The  Chair  will  do  all  in  her  power  to  expedite 
business  with  due  regard  to  the  rights  of  all  members. 

The  New  Willard  will  make  no  reduction  in  room  rates.  Everyone  will  make  her 
own  arrangement  for  accommodations  directly  with  the  hotel  or  boarding-house  she 
may  choose.  This  should  be  done  at  once. 

The  Historian  National  (address  above)  requests  that  all  state  presidents  (or  state 
historians)  send  her  a  concise  report  of  all  state  historical  work  for  the  past  year  to 
reach  her  not  later  than  March  25,  in  Stockton,  Cal.  It  is  impossible  to  embody  in  her 
national  report  information  reaching  her  after  that  date. 

The  Executive  Board  has  voted  that  each  state  president  be  given  five  minutes  to 
report  the  executive  work  of  her  state,  and  such  other  work  as  she  considers  most 
interesting  and  important.

Upon  her  retirement  from  the  presidency  by  limitation  of  term.  Airs.  Gibson  was 
presented  with  a  handsome  silver  platter  by  the  Virginia  Society.  Airs.  Mabel  Cronise 
Jones,  upon  resigning  the  regency  of  ber  chaper  (Harrisburg)  after  fifteen  years’ 
service,  was  presented  by  the  chapter  with  a  beautiful  bar  pin  of  pearls  and  amethysts.

“The  Cockade  'City  Chapter”;  Mrs.  James  Orlando  James,  re¬ 
gent,  under  Mrs.  Gibson,  then  state  president. 

Nashville,  Tenn.  “The  Hero  of  New  Orleans  Chapter”;  regent.  Airs.  Alary  C. 
Dorris,  who  is  also  state  president. 

Canton,  Ohio.  “The  Aladison-AIcKinley  Chapter,”  with  twenty  members;  Airs. 
William  D.  Caldwell,  regent;  Mrs.  Jacobi,  state  president.  Named  for  James  Aladison, 
President  of  the  United  States  in  1812,  and  President  William  AIcKinley  of  Canton, 
who  signed  our  charter  in  1901. 

The  “Sims  Kelly  Chapter”  of  Birmingham,  Ala.,  has  changed  its  name  to  “Alabama 
Charter  Chapter,”  to  commemorate  the  fact  that  it  was  the  first  chapter  in  the  state.

Our  First  Vice-President  Miss  Edge,  Chairman  of  Real  Daughters’  Pins,  reported 
seventeen  pins  given  to  Real  Daughters  on  behalf  of  the  National  Society  in  November 
and  December:  New  Jersey,  3;  Illinois,  Maryland,  Michigan,  New  York,  each  2;  Cali¬ 
fornia,  Iowa,  M'aine,  Texas,  Tennessee,  and  Virginia,  each  1. 

Mrs.  G.  M.  Brumbaugh,  905  Massachusetts  Avenue,  Washington,  D.  C.,  Chairman 
of  Grave  Markers,  reported  the  official  m^arker  of  this  Society  placed  on  the  graves  of 
twenty-three  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  War  of  1812  between  June  1  and  January  1: 
New  Jersey,  9;  Missouri,  4;  Georgia,  Kentucky,  New  York,  each  2;  Iowa,  Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee,  Texas,  each  1. 

A  check  or  postal  money  order  payable  to  Jno.  Williams,  Inc.,  must  'be  sent  to  Mrs. 
Brumbaugh  with  every  grave  marker  order.  She  w^ill  forward  both  order  and  check  to 
Jno.  Williams,  Inc.  This  is  the  only  way  in  which  the  records  can  be  properly  kept. 

From  May  1  to  February  26  2934  letters  for  this  Society  have  been  written  by  the 
President  National. 

Since  the  last  News-Letter  was  issued,  your  President  National  has  visited  the  state 
societies  of  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  Louisiana, 
Alabama,  Mississippi,  Illinois,  and  the  Peter  Navarre  Chapter  of  Toledo,  Ohio.  With 
tlie  four  states  visited  earlier  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  and  Missouri  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  to  be  our  hostess  in  April,  your  President  National  will  have 
visited  just  half  the  organized  states  during  the  first  year  of  her  presidency.  With 
great  regret  she  has  been  forced  to  decline  other  alluring  invitations  because  of  the 
pressure  of  work  at  National  Headquarters.  She  has  accepted  invitations  to  visit  the 
state  societies  of  Virginia,  Pennsylvania,  and  New  Jersey  the  coming  May.  She  will 
attend  the  Biennial  of  the  General  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  in  New  York  City, 
May  22nd. 

Mrs.  Stansfield,  our  Registrar  National,  accompanied  Mrs.  Wiles  on  her  trip  to  In¬ 
dianapolis,  Louisville,  Nashville,  Little  Rock,  New  Orleans,  and  Mobile,  and  in  the  two 
latter  cities  Mrs.  Earle,  Councilor  National,  and  Mrs.  Inge,  Curator  National,  joined  them. 

Everywhere  the  President  National  and  her  companions,  as  your  representatives, 
have  been  received  with  the  greatest  possible  courtesy  and  kindness.  They  have  been 
given  luncheons,  receptions,  and  dinners,  not  only  by  our  own  societies,  but  by  others 
as  well.  Beautiful  flowers  have  been  showered  upon  them;  also  cordial  greetings  and 
best  wishes  both  in  prose  and  in  verse.  It  is  impossible  to  take  space  to  give  the 
details  of  the  gracious  hospitality  everywhere  shown,  or  even  to  mention  the  many 
charming  hostesses.  The  state  president,  Mrs.  Campbell,  presided  at  the  luncheon 
given  in  Detroit;  the  regent  of  the  chapter,  Mrs.  Dimick,  at  the  dinner  at  the  Woman’s 
Building  in  Toledo;  the  state  president  of  Wisconsin,  Mrs.  Vance,  at  the  meeting  and 
reception  in  Milwaukee;  the  state  president,  Mrs.  Morrison,  at  the  luncheon  in  In¬ 
dianapolis;  the  state  president,  Mrs.  Thompson,  at  the  luncheon  in  Louisville;  the 
state  president,  Mrs.  Dorris,  at  the  luncheon  in  the  quaint  kitchen  of  the  historic  “Her¬ 
mitage,”  the  home  of  Andrew  Jackson,  near  Nashville;  Mrs.  Price,  the  regent  of  the 
Nicholas  Heddington  Chapter,  at  a  meeting  and  reception  at  her  own  home  in  Little 
Rock;  Miss  Hardy,  the  state  president,  at  an  elaborate  evening  banquet,  when  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Arkansas  and  the  Mayor  of  Little  Rock,  honored  the  Society  by  their  presence. 
Mrs.  Robert  B.  Mims,  state  president  of  Mississippi,  and  iMrs.  Bessie  C.  Thompson,  the 
regent  of  the  Colonel  Thomas  Hinds  Chapter,  in  Jackson,  were  most  untiring,  and 
the  former  gave  a  charming  reception  in  her  own  home.  In  Mobile,  Mrs.  Inge,  state 
president,  and  Mrs.  Shawhan,  regent  of  the  Octagon  House  Chapter,  were  equally  hos¬ 
pitable.  The  President  National  was  the  house  guest  of  Mrs.  Inge  in  Mobile;  of  Mrs. 
H.  V.  Moran,  former  state  president,  in  Detroit;  of  Mrs.  Carroll  M.  Towne,  Second 
Vice-President,  in  Milwaukee.  The  Registrar  National  and  President  National  were 
the  house  guests  of  Mrs.  Albert  Retan  in  Little  Rock.  In  the  latter  city,  at  the  evening 
banquet,  your  president  was  presented  by  the  Mayor  with  the  “freedom  of  the  city,” 
symbolized  by  a  key,  which  was  inclosed  in  a  handsome  seal  leather  jewel  case,  with 
the  silver  initials  “A.  B.  W.”  upon  the  top.  She  was  also  given  a  vase,  made  from  clay 
native  to  the  state,  a  lovely  example  in  form  and  coloring  of  “Niloak  pottery.” 

For  lack  of  space,  not  of  deep  appreciation,  we  are  omitting  mention  of  many 
courtesies  shown  us  by  individuals. 

Three  historic  celebrations,  including  the  most  elaborate  one  in  New  Orleans’  ex¬ 
tending  over  three  days,  must  be  recorded,  as  they  have  now  become  a  part  of  the* 
history  of  this  Society,  of  which  we  may  be  very  proud  and  in  which  your  President 
National  was  honored  by  taking  part.  At  the  “Hermitage,”  January  1,  at  the  mauso¬ 
leum  of  Andrew  Jackson,  the  immortal  victor  of  New  Orleans,  and  later  President  of 
the  United  States,  was  placed  the  official  grave  marker  of  our  Society,  the  first  to  be 
placed  in  Tennessee.  In  the  name  of  the  Thomas  Hart  Benton  Chapter  of  Franklin, 
Tenn.,  its  regent.  Miss  Susie  Gentry,  placed  upon  the  tomb  a  wreath  of  ivy  tied  with 
the  colors  of  the  National  Society.  All  the  exercises  were  most  impressive,  the  large 
number  present  recognizing  the  rich  significance  of  the  occasion.  It  would  be  pleasant 


to  enlarge  upon  it,  but  space  again  forbids.  Let  me  urge  upon  every  state  which  has 
within  its  soil  the  grave  of  a  President  of  the  United  States  who  took  part  in  the  War 
of  1812,  that  the  State  Society  U.  S.  D.  1812  honors  itself  by  placing  one  of  our  markers 
upon  such  grave.  James  Madison  was  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Army  and  Navy. 
James  Monroe  for  a  short  time  was  Secretary  of  War.  John  Quincy  Adams  signed  the 
Treaty  of  Ghent.  William  Henry  Harrison  won  the  Battle  of  the  Thames.  Zachary 
Taylor  fought  with  the  Illinois  Rangers. 

These  occur  to  one  at  first  thought.  After  placing  our  marker  on  these  graves,  we 
might  also  search  out,  and  place  markers  upon  the  graves  of  other  great  heroes  of  that 
war,  like  Hull  of  the  “Constitution,”  McDonough,  Perry,  Bainbridge,  Decatur  and  Law¬ 
rence.  In  such  research  we  should  be  repaid  by  our  increased  knowledge  of  history 
alone,  to  say  nothing  of  the  great  distinction  given  the  Society  by  honoring  those  to 
whom  honor  in  such  overflowing  measure  is  due. 

In  Mobile,  the  Octagon  Chapter  placed  a  marble  tablet  in  the  “Battle  H-ouse^” 
suitably  inscribed,  to  commemorate  the  fact  that  the  Battle  House  now  stands  upon  the 
site  of  a  log  cabin  which  was  Jackson’s  headquarters  at  one  time  in  1814.  An  immense 
laurel  wreath  was  placed  around  the  tablet.  The  latter  was  accepted  by  the  Mayor  on 
behalf  of  the  city  in  the  presence  of  'a  large  audience  of  men  and  women. 

A  telegram  of  greeting  was  read  from  the  Alabama  'Charter  Chapter  of  Birming¬ 
ham,  which  also  sent  your  President  National  a  large  and  beautiful  reproduction  of  our 
insignia  in  w'hite  carnations,  with  wide  ribbon  streamers  in  the  colors  of  our  Societ}'', 
grey  and  blue,  •'and  the  name  of  the  chapter  in  gilt  letters  upon  them.  She  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  Mrs.  Rhett  Goode,  in  the  name  of  the  Colonial  Dames  of  Alabama,  at  the 
luncheon  with  a  magnificent  basket  of  yellow  flowers,  the  handle  wound  in  colors  of 
that  society,  yellow  and  light  blue.  The  Mobile  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution,  through  its  regent,  Mrs.  Gregory  L.  Smith,  also  one  of  our  1812 
members,  gave  your  President  National  an  armful  of  exquisite  white  roses  tied  with 
royal  blue  ribbon,  thus  carrying  out  the  colors  of  that  Society.  This  was  in  addition  to 
flowers  given  in  profusion  by  the  Octagon  Chapter  U.  S.  D.  1812  and  by  individuals  to 
the  three  visiting  national  officers,  Mesdames  Stansfield,  Earle,  and  Wiles.  Such  a  car¬ 
nival  of  lovely  flowers  claims  special  mention. 

Words  fail  to  describe  the  patriotic  fervor  and  hospitality  of  the  city  of  New  Or¬ 
leans  and  of  the  Louisiana  Society  U.  S.  D.  1776-181i2  during  its  three-day  celebration 
of  the  101st  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans,  and  of  the  return  of  the  Andrew 
Jackson  Banner  by  the  state  of  Illinois  to  the  'Crescent  City  (see  November  News- 
Letter).  In  the  act  authorizing  the  return  of  this  banner  passed  by  the  legislature  of 
Illinois  at  the  request  of  Mrs.  Wiles  the  Adjutant-General  of  Illinois  was  directed  to 
deliver  this  banner  to  a  committee  of  the  United  States  Daughters  of  1812  of  IlKnois 
for  transmission  to  the  city  of  New  Orleans.  The  Adjutant-General,  Hon.  Frank  S. 
Dickson,  went  to  New  Orleans,  as  the  personal  representative  of  the  Governor  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  and  at  the  formal  exercises  in  the  Council  'Chamber  of  the  city,  on  January  8, 
after  an  eloquent  address,  he  gave  the  banner  to  Mrs.  Wiles,  Chairman  of  the  Illinois 
Committee,  and  she  made  the  presentation  address  on  behalf  of  the  state  of  Illinois, 
returning  the  banner  to  Mayor  Behrman,  representing  New  Orleans,  in  commemoration 
of  fifty  years  of  brotherhood  between  North  and  South  since  its  capture.  After  address¬ 
es  by  the  Mayor  and  by  Governor  Hall  of  Louisiana,  there  was  a  parade  from  the  City 
Hall  to  Jackson  Square,  participated  in  by  military  bands,  United  States  marines  and 
sailors,  Louisiana  Naval  Reserves,  Washington  Artillery,  Louisiana  U.  S.  D.  1776-1812 
and  their  guests  in  automobiles;  the  Andrew  Jackson  Banner,  escorted  by  members  of 
the  Governor’s  staff  and  officers  of  the  United  States  Army,  Boy  Scouts  and  Uniformed 
Cadets.  During  this  parade,  the  “President’s  Salute”  of  twenty-one  guns  was  fired  by 
the  Washington  artillery,  and  the  chimes  of  St.  Louis  Cathedral  were  rung. 

At  the  equestrian  statue  of  Jackson  in  the  Square,  the  banner  rested  a  short  time 
with  a  guard  of  honor  of  Confederate  Veterans  from  the  Soldiers’  Home  of  Louisiana, 
Union  Veterans  from  Joseph  A.  Mower  Post  G.  A.  R.,  and  Colonial  Rank  of  the  Grand 
Fraternity.  Here  Mayor  Behrman  placed  the  banner  in  the  custody  of  Mrs.  John  B. 
Richardson,  a  former  president  of  our  Louisiana  Society,  and  the  one  who  had  first  told 
Mrs.  Wiles  of  the  presence  of  the  banner  in  the  Memorial  Hall  of  Illinois.  She  in  turn 
presented  it  to  the  five  “Real  Daughters”  of  our  Louisiana  Branch  whose  fathers  fought 
in  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans,  Mesdames  Tennent,  Harper,  Fowler,  Hackney,  and  Rich¬ 
ards.  They  then  gave  it  to  the  president  of  the  Louisiana  Society,  Mrs.  Bankston,  and 
she  presented  it  to  the  Louisiana  Historical  Society  for  safekeeping,  to  be  placed  in  the 
Louisiana  State  Historical  Museum  in  the  old  Spanish  Cabildo,  or  Battle  Abbey.  After 
these  exercises  at  the  statue  those  assembled  walked  in  procession,  accompanying  the 
banner  to  the  Cabildo,  its  final  resting-place,  where  it  will  ever  proclaim  its  lesson  of 
patriotism  in  war,  and  brotherhood  in  peace. 

Before  the  formal  exercises  Mayor  Behrman  gave  a  buffet  luncheon  in  his  parlor  to 
the  U.  S.  D.  1776-1812  and  their  guests  from  Illinois  and  elsewhere. 

In  the  evening  a  magnificent  banquet  was  given  by  the  Louisiana  Historical  So¬ 
ciety,  Mr.  W.  O.  Hart,  the  husband  of  a  former  president  of  our  Society  in  Louisiana, 
being  toastmaster.  He  greatly  surprised  your  President  National,  in  introducing  her 
to  reply  to  a  toast,  by  confessing  that  the  Louisiana  Historical  Society  was  breaking 
for  the  first  time  its  unwritten  rule  that  no  woman  should  be  allowed  to  speak  at  its 
banquets.  Would  that  space  permitted  telling  of  the  wit  and  eloquence,  the  'historic 
interest,  and  the  devotion  to  one  common  flag  and  country  shown  in  many  speeches 
here,  as  on  all  other  like  occasions  during  our  trip. 

On  Sunday  appropriate  exercises  were  held  at  the  Chalmette  Monument  on  the 
field  of  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans.  Mrs.  Stansfield  and  Mrs.  Earle  spoke  briefly, 
Mrs.  Stansfield  speaking  as  the  president  of  the  Illinois  Society. 


On  Monday  the  Louisiana  Society  U.  S.  D.  1776-1812  gave  a  charming  Creole 
breakfast  at  Le  Jardin  de  V  Hotel  de  la  Louisiane  in  honor  of  the  President  National 
and  the  National  Board.  Historic  programs  bearing  a  replica  of  the  Jackson  statue 
were  given  to  the  guests.  On  the  cakes  “Illinois”  was  written  in  frosting  colored  red, 
white,  and  blue.  'Creole  dishes,  confections,  songs,  and  instrumental  music  distin¬ 
guished  this  breakfast. 

It  is  distressing  to  omit  the  details  of  this  unique  and  delightful  affair.  Also  we 
wis'h  we  had  room  to  print  all  of  the  splendid  poem  on  “The  Flag  of  Andrew  Jackson,” 
written  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Wirt  Baker,  historian  of  our  Louisiana  Society,  and  the  one 
by  Mr.  Bixford  J.  Lincoln  the  poet  laureate  of  the  Louisiana  Historical  Society. 

We  have  felt  justified  in  giving  much  space  to  this  celebration,  directly  concerning 
Louisiana  and  Illinois,  because  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  con¬ 
sidered  it  of  such  vital  national  interest  that  it  suspended  all  other  business  on  the  after¬ 
noon  of  the  exercises  in  New  Orleans  to  allow  Hon.  Henry  T.  Rainey,  a  representative 
from  Illinois,  to  address  the  House  on  the  return  of  the  Andrew  Jackson  banner,  which 
he  did  most  eloquently;  General  Estopinal  of  Louisiana  responded,  expressing  the  ap¬ 
preciation  of  his  state  for  the  courtesy  extended  by  Illinois.  Mr.  Rainey’s  fine  histori¬ 
cal  address  can  be  obtained  by  request  addressed  to  him.  House  of  Representatives, 
Washington. 

This  is  the  third  time  our  Society  has  obtained  recognition  in  Congress:  first, 
when  our  Charter  was  granted  in  1901,  Mrs.  Edward  Roby  of  Illinois  being  chairman  of 
the  committee  which  obtained  it;  second,  when  the  custody  of  the  Cbalmette  Monu¬ 
ment  was  given  in  perpetuity  to  the  Louisiana  Society  U.  S.  D.  1776-1812. 

Much  valuable  patriotic  work  has  been  done  by  our  state  societies  since  the  News- 
Letter  of  November  and  many  pleasing  and  instructive  meetings  have  been  held.  It  is 
obviously  impossible  to  give  here  the  programs,  however  interesting,  of  the  meetings 
of  thirty-two  state  societies,  most  of  them  occurring  monthly. 

Vermont. — A  grandson  of  our  Honorary  Vice-President  National,  Mrs.  John  A. 
Mead,  was  one  of  two  children  selected  for  the  unveiling  at  Rutland  of  a  statue  of  the 
“'Green  Mountain  Boy,”  presented  to  the  city  by  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revo¬ 
lution. 

Tennessee. — Marker  at  Andrew  Jackson’s  grave,  as  already  narrated. 

South  Carolina. — Mrs.  Robert  M.  Mixson,  Organizing  President,  gave  an  address 
before  the  “Southern  Commercial  Congress”  in  Charleston,  presenting  the  interests  of 
our  Society. 

Pennsylvania. — Miss  Martha  H.  Mclnnes,  state  president,  and  Mrs.  Sarah  P.  Snow¬ 
den  Mitchell,  past  state  president,  represented  this  Society  in  the  receiving  line  at  a 
reception  and  dinner  given  by  the  hereditary-patriotic  societies  of  Philadelphia,  on 
February  3,  in  the  interest  of  “National  Preparedness.” 

The  Dolly  Madison  'Chapter  of  Pittsburgh  maintains  a  scholarship  in  the  Hindman 
Industrial  School  in  Kentucky.  It  sen^t  Christmas  donations  and  $55.00  to  the  school. 

Ohio. — In  November  the  Commodore  Perry  Chapter  gave  a  very  effective  and  suc¬ 
cessful  “Dolly  (Madison  Party”  to  honor  the  memory  of  Dolly  Madison.  In  the  cos¬ 
tumes  and  other  details  historical  accuracy  was  observed.  Five  members  of  the  “Cleve¬ 
land  Grays”  in  full  uniform  acted  as  a  guard  of  honor  for  two  flags  belonging  to  the 
chapter. 

At  the  organization  of  the  Madison-McKinley  Chapter,  the  Commodore  Perry 
Chapter  presented  to  the  new  chapter  a  gavel  with  a  silver  band  about  it,  appropriately 
inscribed.  The  members  signed  their  charter  with  a  quill  pen,  a  replica  of  the  one  with 
which  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was  signed.  This  pen  was  made  by  an  Ohio 
“Real  Daughter,”  Mrs.  Madan. 

New  York. — lA  fine  program  was  given  on  December  14  at  the  formal  presentation 
of  a  bronze  fountain  by  the  New  York  Society  to  the  Seamen’s  Church  Institute.  (See 
November  News-Letter.) 

The  Andrew  Jackson  Chapter,  Mrs.  Katherine  Martin  regent,  erected  a  pedestal 
of  marble,  and  placed  our  official  bronze  grave  marker  upon  it  to  the  memory  of  Noah 
Brown,  who,  assisted  by  his  brother  Adam,  built  the  fleets  of  Perry  and  McDonough. 
He  and  his  brother  are  buried  together  in  the  ‘^Marble  Cemetery,”  one  of  the  old  land¬ 
marks  of  (Manhattan,  now  surrounded  by  tenements.  Noah  Brown  gave  not  only  his 
time  but  his  fortune  as  well  to  his  country,  and  the  Andrew  Jackson  Chapter  in  honor¬ 
ing  his  deeds  has  nobly  carried  out  the  purpose  of  this  Society. 

Nebraska. — The  state  society  has  presented  three  United  States  flags,  one  to  the 
cadet  of  the  Omaha  High  School  who  won  in  the  competition  drill;  one  to  Room  6, 
Long  School,  Omaha,  and  one  to  'Elizabeth  House,  White  Bluff,  Tenn.  a  school  for 
mountain  whites. 

Missouri. — Mrs.  William  R.  Painter,  a  member  of  our  George  Buckner  Faut  Chap¬ 
ter,  has  been  elected  state  regent  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  her 
term  beginning  next  April.  She  succeeds  Mrs.  Mark  Salisbury,  a  member  of  our  James 
Kearney  Chapter. 

The  members  of  the  John  Griffis  Chapter,  Mrs.  E.  M.  Houston  regent,  were  guests 
of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  at  their  annual  banquet  and  patriotic  services,  Febru¬ 
ary  20. 

The  (^en.  David  Thompson  Chapter  sent  a  Christmas  box  of  warm  clothing  and 
provisions  to  one  of  their  real  daughters. 

The  state  society  through  its  able  chairman,  Mrs.  Frank  de  Garmo,  is  doing  a  great 
piece  0^1  historical  research'  work  for  its  bronze  “Scroll  of  Fame,”  to  be  erected  at  the 
“Jefferson  (Memorial.”  This  tablet  will  perpetuate  ia.  bronze  the  names  of  the  educa¬ 
tors,  ministers,  physicians,  and  other  men  and  women,  including  soldiers  of  1812,  noted 
in  Missouri’s  pioneer  history.  More  than  one  hundred  names  are  in  the  hands  of  the 


committee,  and  they  are  passed  upon  by  a  committee  of  the  Missouri  Historical  Soci¬ 
ety.  Biographies  of  these  heroes  will  be  prepared  on  parchment,  which  will  be  incased 
in  cylinders  to  be  deposited  with  the  latter  society.  The  idea  of  this  “Scroll  of  Fame” 
ta;l>let  might  be  carried  out  in  every  state  thus  popularizing  and  preserving  early  local 
fiistory.  Mrs.  Frank  de  Garmo,  6186  Washington  Avenue,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  will  gladly 
answer  questions  with  regard  to  this  very  valuable  work,  originated  by  herself. 

Maryland  has  given  fifty  dollars  from  its  treasury  for  the  relief  of  the  wounded 
soldiers  of  France. 

Louisiana. — See  above. 

Illinois. — See  above.  . 

Delaware. — “Little  Delaware”  has  given  the  big  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  as  the 
hrst  contribution  to  a  memorial  fund  to  erect  on  the  Court  House  Square  an  equestrian 
statue  of  Caesar  Rodney,  a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

California. — Mr.  Madison  Marine,  a  prominent  Son  of  the  War  of  1812,  has  enlisted 
the  aid  of  this  Society  in  forming  a  local  chapter  of  the  Sons  of  the  War  of  1812  in 
Los  Angeles. 

The  society  is  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolu¬ 
tion  in  requesting  that  the  theaters  direct  that  the  “Star-Spangled  Banner”  be  played 
during  the  intermission  in  theaters,  and  not  at  the  close  of  a  performance  wlien  the 
audience  is  in  confusion. 

Mrs.  James  B.  Neal  of  Riverside  has  given  the  Society  a  half-dollar  bearing  the 
date  1812  as  the  nucleus  of  an  1812  historical  collection. 

Alabama. — (Andrew  Jackson  tablet  hitherto  described. 

This  concludes  the  record  of  all  the  historical  work  reported  by  the  state  societies. 
Surely  there  is  much  here  to  confirm  our  belief  in  the  usefulness  of  our  Society,  and  to 
give  us  inspiration  for  future  work.
